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Taylor, at 72, 
Elected Governor 
Of Tennessee 


Victory Recalls “War of 
Roses,” More Than 30 
Years Ago, When Broth- 
er Defeated Him. 


Nashville, : Tehn., November 3.— 
After’ being in politica] retirement 
for 25 years, and with more than a 


third of a century between his first 


and second races for governor, Al- 
fred Alexander Taylor, familiarly 
known as “Alf” Taylor, waged a 
vigorous and successful campaign. 

Mr. ‘Taylor was past the three 
score and ten-mark when he en- 


tered the race for the republican’ 


nomination in the primary of Au- 
gust 6,%last. In the beginning many 
Tennesseans who knew him simply 
as the brother of “Our Bob,” late 
democratic governor and _ senator 
from Tennessee, looked upon .his 
campaign as -hardly.a- matter for 
serious consideration. This view 
underwent a change when Colonel 
Taylor took the stump and began 
an active campaign. It became evi- 
dent that it was a one man’s race 
| practically. .all. over the state. So 
“Alf? Taylor woke up on his seven- 
ty-second ‘birthday to’ find himself 
the republican nominee for gov- 
ernor of Tennessee for the second 
time in his life. 
First Race Famous. 

Taybor’s first race for gpvernor 
was the most famous affair of the 
kind in the history of the stat®. On 
June 18, 1886, the republican state 
convention met in Nashville, and 
the late Richard W. Austin, for sev- 
eral years -congressman from the 
second Tennessee district, ’nomi- 
nated Taylor for governo 

The democratic state convention 
met on August 11, sat and, after 
considerable jockeyin nominated 
Robert L, /Taylor, Bob,” for 
governor in the fifteenth ballot, 
Thus it (was that Tennessee’s “war 
of the roses” was set going. 

The two Taylors made @ tour- of 
‘the- state, speaking ta’ -immense 
crowds, 
sition and poked fun at one jones 
other, but wound up each & day a 
affectionate a pair of brothers as 
one would desire to see. ~After a 
tour of the Seuqatchie valley, in 
the course of the campaign, the 
two stopped at Bridgeport, Ala., for 
the night as the guests of a Mrs. 
Jones, who had heard them speak 
that afternoon at Jasper. The good 
woman was greatly impressed with 
the consideration the brothers 
showed each other, not only in the 
debate at Jasper, but about the 
hospitable fireside of her home. 
The next morning, after breakfast, 
she gathered from her garden two 
bouquets of roses, one white and 
the other’ red. Returning to the 
hall of her home, she found Af} and 
Bob waiting to say goodby. To 
each she presented one of the bou-} 
quets. 

“Knight of Red Rose.” 

“I want you to accept these flow- 
ers, gentlemen,” said the warm- 
hearted hostess, “for the\sake of 
your mother; I\know that she must 
bé proud of her boys, who can be 
politicians and still be brothers. 
know that her heart is with you 
and that her blessings follow you.” 

Bob Taylor received the . white 
roses and Alf the ‘Ted. Thereafter 
during the campaign, Bob Taylor 
was known to newspaper fame as 
“Knight of the White Rose,” and 
Alf as “Knight of the Red Rose,’ 
and Robert still w&s known as the 
“Knight of the White Robe” when 
he defeated Edward W. Carmack 
for renomination as United States 
Senator in 1906. The “war of the 
roses” between the Taylor brothers 
ended in the November election of 
1886 with Robert the victor: — 

Alf Taylor became a member of 
congress from the first Tennesseee 
district on March 4, 1889, and 
served for three terms, declining 
further nomination and taking up 
the practice of law in Johnson City. 
His home is at Milligan College, 
Tenn., where he is extensively in- 
terested in farming. He is the 
father of several sons, one of whom, 
following the family bent for po- 
litical divisions, is a democrat. 

The campaign between Robert L 
Taylor, democrat, and Alfred. A. 


Taylor, his brother, republican, 
for election as governor of Tennes- 
see in 1886, more than a third of a 
century ago, was much enlivened 
by the tactics of “Bob,” as he fa- 
fillarly known. 

He carried with hima fiddle made, 
so he told, at his home at Happy 
Valley, in east Tennessee, ana 
which he. played at each joint 
speaking date.

The republicans Wednesday in- 
creased the number of counties car- 
ried by them to nine—Lumpkim, 
Towns) Cherokee and Gilmer Wed- 
nesday reporting majorities for Har- 
ding. The first five counties report- 
ed as going republican were Doug- 
las, Gordon, Pickens, Polk and 
Whitfield.

TAKES HEAVY TOLL 


Two Whites Dead, Negro 


Lynched and_ Several 
Blacks Burned in Build- 
ings, Following Trouble 
Over Election. 


Orlando, Fla:, November 3.—The 
full casualty list at Ocoee, 12 miles 
from here, where two whites were 
shot to death and one negro lynch- 
ed yésterday in an election riot, 
and severdl-.negroes perished when 
the buildings in whiah they sought 
shelter were burned, ‘had not reach- 
ed here tonight... Armed whites were 
reported patrolling the region and 
closing in on negroes who fled to 
the Woods, the pursuit being accom- 
plished by intermittent firing. 

More than twenty buildings, iIn- 
cluding two churches and one lodge 
hall in the negre settlement, were 
burned. Reports from Ocoee to- 
night said that explosion of consid- 
erable amounts of ammunition oc- 
curred as thé flames swept the 
building, and that numerous fire- 
arms were found in the ruins later. 
Some reports said five negroes died 
in the flames, One negro woman 
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was among these, it was said, but 
no children. 

The battle was precipitated by the 
attempt of July Perry, negro, to 
vote after he had been refused the 
privilege by election judges on the 
ground that he had not: paid his poll 


tax. He returned later armed with 
a shotgun, but it was taken from 
him and he was dirven away. 
After dark last night, according 
to reports from the_scene, Perry 
again approached the polls accom- 
panied by a mumber of other ne- 
groes. The white gjtizens at once 
formed a posse and dispersed the 
negroes who fled to the negro set- 
tlament. The posse followed and 
witnesses said the negroes opened 
f from the buildings. A mber 
of the posse was Wounded, but re- 
inforcements arrived arid if proceed- 
ed when the firing became general. 
The attackers centered on Perry's 
house intent on his arrest. Two of 
the whites, Leo Borgard and Elmer 
McDaniels, both former soldiers, 
were killed in the backyard ,of the 
house, their bodies being found 
hours later.

THE RESULT. 

Senator Warren G. Harding, re- 

publican, of Ohio, has been elected 
president of the United States to 
succeed Woodrow Wilson, demo- 
crat. 
.. He will have back of him both 
branches of congress, thereby as- 
suring a republican administration, 
executive and legislative, after the 
4th of March, 1921. 

Senator Harding belongs to that 
wing of the republican party 
known as the “old guard,” the re- 
actionaries of the old Mark Hanna 
school, as differentiated from the 
progressive wing, led by the late 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

To the “old guard” belong such 
leaders as Senators Boise Pen- 
yose of Penmsylvania, Knox of 
Pennsylvania, -Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, Smoot of Utah, Nelson of 
Minnesota, and others who be- 
lieve in a high protective tariff as 
a predominating party tenet, cen- 
tralization of wealth, and a parti- 
san distribution of federal patron- 
bilities under the civil service 
statutes. 

In governmental affairs, there- 
fore, it is reasonable to assume 
that the nation will in a. measure 
revert to the basis of 1896, consist- 
ent, of course, with the changed 
eonditions that have been pro- 
duced by modern achievements, 
plus the mandates of progressive 
legislation enacted during the 
past eight years of a democratic’ 
administration. : 

It is a matter of enviable record | 
—-and one that will live in history— 
that since 1912, democrats having 
full control of congress until 1918, 
more progressive measures, to the | 
benefit of all thé people, regardless.

The issue was brought straight 
to a test when Senator Johnson, of 
California, was defeated for the 
republican nomination. The fro- 
leaguers in the party won then, as 
they won at the polls on Tuesday. 

With the exigencies of a parti- 
san campaign removed, therefore, 
it is obvious that the United States 
will shortly become a functioning 
member of some kind of a league 
of nations, as it long since wohld 
have been, by the ratifying vote 
of a republican senate, but for the 
opportunity Mr. Wilson’ perhaps 
unwittingly gave the republicans 
to capitalize an opposition to a 
so-called ‘“‘Wilson league” for pure- 
ly selfish political effect. 

Viewed in any light the election 
of Senator Harding was not a vic- 
tory for the anti-leaguers of 
America. Already such stout sup- 
porters of the republican candidate 
as ex-President Taft, Herbert 
Hoover and thousands of other re- 
publicans who advocated Harding 
while supj»rting the principle of 
the league, are proclaiming that. 

The conspicuous and undeniable 
fact stands out in bold relief, ‘In 
analyzing the result of Tuesday’s 
election, that a very extensive ele- 
ment of the republican party that 
strongly ‘supported Harding ear- 
nestly favored the league of nations. 
Add to that the overwhelming dem- 
ocratic vote favoring the league, 
and direct affirmative action would 
have been the result, had this com- 
bination been concentrated on the 
question of approving the league.

it is a criticism for that lack of 
co-ordination between the execu- 
tive and tne senate, together 
clothed by the constitution with 
joint plenary powers in treaty- 
making.

HEALTH TALKS

HOW TO PREVENT ADENOIDS. 


Why do so many children have 
enlarged tonsils and enlarged ade- 
noids? And can we do anything to 
prevent these conditions? 

The adenoid body is a mass of 
tissue identical in character with 
that of the tonsus, and is sometimes 


talled the third or pharyngeal ton- 
sils, It would better be called the 
nasal tonsil. When the adenoid 
bod undergoes permanent thicken- 
ing or enlargement (hypertrophy, 
as doctors call it) the child has 
adenoids.” But let us bear in mind 
that a healthy child has fairly large 
tonsils and adenoid body, and that 
the adenoid tissue or round cell tis- 
sue which makes up the tonsils, the 
adenoid body, and to a considerable 
degree the vermiform appendix in 
young persons, has a function, 
namely, the function of opposing 
bacterial infections. 

The half-baked, uneducated but 
shrewdly calculating .purveyors of 
plausibility who offer the gullible 
public all sorts of strange, new- 
fangled treatments purporting to be 
the “only correct treatment” cite the 
fact I have just presented to sup- 
port their crafty opposition to any 
and all tonsil and adeniod opera- 
tions. A few of them really know 
no better; most of them offer nv 
objection to the necessary operation 
when the patient happens to be one 
in whom their interest is other than 
commercial. 

Normal tonsils and adenoids serve 
the auta-protective function in 
childhood. But when tonsils or ade- 
noids become diseased, they can no 
longer function and they become 
a menace to .-. patient’s health 
and life. Conservation of diseased 
tonsils and adenoids is akin to sav- 
ing the rotten apple in the barrel. 

Every coryza (simple “cold,” as 
the untaught say), every sore throat, 
in childhood, being of bacterial 
origin, makes a call for the auto- 
protective function of the tonsils 
and adenoid body. These structures 
temporarily enlarge or swell while 
the battle is over and recovery en- 
sues, the tonsils and adenoid body 
tend to resume their original nat- 
ural state. Tend to do so, I said. 
If the insult is frequently repeated, 
if the child is ignorantlv and crimi- 
nally exposed to such infections as 
coryza and sore throat, the tonsils 
and adenoid body in time take on 
a permanent enlargement or hyper- 
trophy. That is the simple exnvlana- 
tion of a far too common affliction 
of early life. 
| The prevention of diseased tonsils 
and adenoids is therefore the pre- 
vention of what the irnorant 2’ 
obstinate persists in calling “colds.” 

Every child with even the most 
trifling coryvza or sore throat should 
be kept from school and from per- 
sonal contact with other children. 

The foul air of the overheated 
school room, the crowding together 
of children, and the ignoring (if 
not the ignorance) of the first prin- 
ciples of provhylaxis in the school 
room are important. factors of ade- 
noids.

The election of the republican 
national ticket created no surprise. 
It was generally anticipated. Con- 
ditions made it probable; and. the 
country discounted that probabil- 
ity. : : 

It is doubtful if Governor Cox 
believed at any time in the cam- 
paign that he would win—which il- 
lustrates more forcibly than any- 
thing else his sterling and unflinch- 
ing character in placing ‘the great 
principles of the party faith above 
the expediences of the political 
game as it is now played. He 
fought for the tenets of his party, 
platform without swerving ome iota; 
ang in the face of a storm that was 
already sweeping the country from 
one coast to another carried his 
message to the people with a firm- 
ness and a sincerity that neces- 
sarily commanded personal respect 
and esteem, regardless of individual 
alliignments on national and inter- 
national issues. 

The defeat of the democratic 
party on Tuesday does not mean a 
death blow to the party nationally 
any more than the far more over- 
whelming defeat of the republican 
party in 1912.meant a death blow to 
that party. 

In that year the republicans car- 
ried only two states in the Union, 
Vermont and Utah, and the progres- 
sives, under the leadership of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, carried only Penn- 
Sylvania in the entire country east 
of the Ohio river, and only two or 
three states in the west. The demo- 
cratic landslide was without 
precedent. 

It was freely predicted at this 
time that the republican party had 
been irretrievably engulfed by the 
progressives and had been buried 
for all time with no possibility of a 
resurrection. 

The fact is, an inquest was held 
over the G. O. P. corpse in every 
state in the Union; and even repub- 
lican leaders firmly believed the 
democratic party was in power in- 
definitely, if not indeed for all time. 

The result of Tuesday’s election 
shows the falsity of such calcula- 
tions, however overwhelming may 
be the voice of the voters at any 
election, or on any issue. 

In this country, where two great 
political organizations control prac- 
tically the entire electorate, the 
pendulum swings both ways; or 
rather it has swung both ways with 
almost periodical precision since 
1884. 

Cleveland was’in and then out 
and in again. Following the close 
of a democratic administration in 
March, 1897, the republicans held 
the reins until 1912, and now, after 
eight years, and a crushing defeat, 
the republicans are back in the 
saddle. 

In the regular course of events, 
the swing back to the democratic 
party will be next in order. This 
will very likely come in the gen- 
eral elections of 1924; for the re- 
publicans have to meet the prob- 
lems of a nation’s reconstruction, 
which will operate to their disad- 
vantage, just as the outcropping 
problems of a world war operate 
to the disadvantage of the demo- 
crats this year.

There is nothing in sight to give 
alarm or apprehension to the party 
that is so soon to retire from exec- 
utive contro] of the government. 
On the other hand, there is much 
to encourage hope and: promise. 

For two years there has been in- 
cubating a strong insurgency sen- 
timent in the democratic party. It 
has been -one of the outgrowths of 
war. It has found comfort in ‘a 
wave of radicalism that is always 
an aftermath of war.

The result of the election cannot 
be construed as a defeat for the 
league of nations. The republican 
platform stands for an association 
of the nations of the world for the 
future peace of the world, which is 
in reality the covenant incorporated 
in the Versailles treaty under a dif- 
ferent name. , 

The leaders of’ the republican 
party were instrumental in build- 
ing the frame work around which 
the league was constructed. The 
republicans are as much in favor 


io the principles of a league as 
are the democrats, who avowedly 
supported it. 

With adroit political effect the 
republicans capitalized the mistakes 
of Mr. Wilson, and with them ap- 
pealed to the prejudices | and the 
passions of the people until they 
had created a strong anti-Wilson 
tide, more insidious because they 
took advantage of a war casualty 
who was physically unable to de- 
fend himself.

Mr. Hoover 
issued a statement from San Fran- 
cisco on (the night preceding the 
election, predicting the elec- 
tion of Harding, and declaring 
that only by his election could the 
principles involved in the league 
be adopted by this country. There 
is no way to a alyze the election, 
therefore, and find any comfort for 
the anti-leaguers. , 

The grea. bulk of the republican 
leaders think and speak as do Taft 
and Hoover and Wickersham and 
that element of the party, and neg- 
ligible is the following of Johnson 
and Borah, the former of whom is- 
sued a st-tement also from San 
Francisco the night before the elec- 
tion that the election of Harding, 
wirich he predicted, would mean the 
scrapping of the league. 

This nation will join a league 
of nations. 
that, ana the very fact that the 
“irreconcila_les” are yet and will 
probably . remain irreconcilable, il- 
lustrates another problem that the 
n rty, soon to come into full pow- 
‘er; will have to confront. 

“Uneasy is the head that Wears 
the crowny’ The republicans will 
soon have their day in court, and 
with the scrapping for offices, the 
insistent international problem, and 
the pressing. democratic problems 
of reconstruction, it is a stormy po-

It is not probable that the ex- 
president will be in the cabinet, 
but it is practically assured that 
he will be the next chief justice 
of the United States supgeme court. 
Several of the justices are eligible 
for retirement, and in the appoint- 
ments to be made, President Har- 
ding will honor the great jurist and 
statesmen with the one place that 
is known by his close friends to be 
the one dream of his life.

| Veteran Democrat —s_> 
Urges Comrades | 
To Renewed Courage | 


Bditor Constitution: There are 
some of us still living who have 
seen the democratic party pass 
through darker days than now, 
rising again to new efforts and new 
triumphs. Young democrats and 
many voters who know nothing of 


| the strange vicissitudes of party or- 


ganizations, may be demoralized by 
defeat, -but the old party veterans 
place themselves upon the party 
traditions, its splehdid record, and 
knowing no such word as yield, they 
seek to nerve tho hearts of their 
comrgdes, and banish despair. 


To show how the American peo- 
ple are essentially democratic—how 
democracy is imbeded in their 
hearts, and that the party will live 
contemporaneous with the republic 
—let us refer to past defeats and 


triumphs. 

In 1840,a political cyclone swept 
the democratic party out of power. 
Harrison received 234 electoral 
votes and Van Buren 60 votes. 
Then, as now, there were demo- 
erats ready to desert the party, but 
then, as now, the stalwart demo- 
erats lifted high the old banner and 
four years afterward, Polk was 
elected president of the United 
States. Henry Clay, as he went 
down with his colors, exclaimed: 
“We'll pick our flints and try 
again,” and in 1848, Zach Taylor. 
the whig candidate, floated into 
the whtiehouse on the popular wave 
which deluged the democratic 
party. | 

Then, as now, there were demo- 
crats ready to surrender, but the 
true men .stood firm and, in 1852, 


Franklin Pierce received 254 elec- 
tora] votes, while only 42 were cast 
for Winfield Scott. 

When the whig party, in its ea- 
gerness to secure power, sold out 
to the know-nothing party, it was 
swept out of existence. This will 
be. the inevitable fate of the demo- 
cratic party if it should commence 
the unfamiliar game of bartering 
and trading. 

The duty of the hour is optimism 
and courageous activity. The na- 
tional democracy must stand by its 
traditions. It must not be seduced 
from its allegiance to principles by 
cheaply selling out to political gam- 
blers. 

In 1872, for the first time in its 
history, the ‘democratic party low- 
ered its banner. It abandoned its 
principles. sacrificed its leaders and 
nominated Horace Greeley, the 
founder of the republican party. 

Ignominious defeat was the re- 
sult. It was thought that this blun- 


der had forever consigned the dem- 
ocratic party to that tomb of ohso- 
lete ideas in which the old whig 
party was reposing. 

It is better to accept defeat on 
principles than rejoice in a victory 
obtained on error and double-deal- 
ing. Experience—that severe teach- 
er—has taught democrats’ that it is 
only by fidelity to great principles 
that they can either win or deserve 
victory. It is only by this that the 
democratic party may avoid a rec- 
ord of “making ‘some fool blunder 
at precisely the wrone moment for 
itself, and preciselv the right mo- 
ment for its opponent.” 

The greatness, grandeur ‘and 
glory of the American union can be 
directly traced to democratic legis- 
lation. Florida, QWouisiana, Texas 
and an area of territory reaching 
to the Pacific ocean, and vast 
enough to make an empire, were 
acquired by the democratic party. 

Let young democrats learn, and 
veteran democrats remember this. 
and further, that without this ter- 
ritory the America nunion would 
be shorn of much of its greatness. 

Such a party cannot die and the 
republie live. It ts the marty of the 
people, of the constitution. of lib- 
ertv and equal richts to all—pxcli- 
Sive privileges to none, for it is 
not the partv of the trusts. It stil! 
lives: its work is not done; its 
glory is not dimmed; its ranks 
will again carry the party ban- 
ner over and bevond the hattle- 
ments of a routed and vannished 
foe.

In reply to the criticism of the 
Fulton county police department 
made last week by the October term 
grand jury, George Mathieson, chief 
of police, submitted to the county

GOVERNMENT WILL 
CONTINUE PUBLIC 
HEALTH -HOSPITALS 


The United States public health 
service hospital in Atlanta, on 
Peachtree road, and the six other 
similar institutions in the south will 
continue their operation until July, 
1921, at least, according to an- 
nouncement made by: headquarters 
of the southern division of ,the 
American Red Cross here Wednes- 
uay. The success “of the institu- 
tienes and the dependence which the 
Z20vernment places in them are rea- 
sons for the contifued operation, it 
Was said. 

After the armistice the govern- 
ment established its public health 
hospitals where soldiers who had 
contracted disease during the war 
might be treated after their dis- 
charge and brought rack to health 
and strength. 

Seven of these were placed in «the 
south, at Atlanta, Greenville, S. C., 
Biltmore, N. C., Oteen, N. C., Sa- 
vannah, Ga.,, Memphis, Tenn., Key 
West, Fla. In addition, the govern- 
ment has a number. of “contract 
hospitals;” that is, private hospitals 
where a certain amount of space has 
been secured by the government for 
its ex-service patients. In the south 


‘there is one at Sanitorium, N. C., and 


one in Davidson county, Tennessee. 

When these hospitals were first 
founded, the Red Cross was re- 
quested by the surgeon general] to 
place its workers at them. This 
was done, the Red Cross under- 
taking recreation, to attend to the 
personal troubles and problems of 
the patients, to furnish them certain 
supplies such as pajamas, tooth 
brushes and the like not available 
from the government, and to keep in 
touch with their homes. 

An idea of the scope of Red Cross 
Service in public health hospitals 
may be gathered from the following 
figures on the number of patients 
and number of Red Cross workers 
at such hospitals in the southern 
division:

Amendment Will Permit 
More Efficient Work in 
Paving of Streets. 


With ratification in the election 
Tuesday of the constitutional 
umendment permitting the govern- 
ing body of a city of 150,v00 or more 
population to issae street impove- 
ment bonds upon a two-thirds vote 
of its members, Atlanta is now 
placed in the class with a number 
of the moat progressive cities in the 
country that iave already adopted 
the plan. 

Passage of the umendment dors 
not vitiate any mathod cf street im- 
provement now in vogue, but is an 
additivun: pian which will operate 
more efficiently, it is claimed, and 
will enable all street grading anu 
paving projects to be done on a cash 
basis. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting is the 
author of the plan. known as the 

baby bond” plan. Ic was indcrsed 

by city council and thea presented 
to the legisiature, which iast year 
peSsed an ameniawst t» tha city 
chaiter mak 12 the method partially 
effectiye, 

Under the amendment the petition 
of a majority of property owners 
on any thoroughfare is sufficient to 
authorize the paving of the street. 
Payment of the assessment will be 
divided into ten installments, pay- 
able annually with interest act 6 
per cent. 

To obviate considerable discounts 
which the city would incur in car- 
rying the notes, a cpnstitutional 
amendment was sough® for author- 
ity to issue bonds in the amount of 
any paving project swith the notes 
as security. The bonds may be sold 
thereby putting the work on a cash 
basis. 

The city is obligated to hold in 
reesrve in its treasury a guarantee 
and repair fund equal to 10 per cent 
of the total cost of any paving. 


Bonds fer any purpose can be is- | 


sued now only upon a two-thirds 
majority of the qualified voters of 
the city. Two-thirds vote of city 
council is all that is necessary in 
the case of street improvement 
bonds since ratification of the con- 
stitutional amendment.

mission. 

The move for a nine-man national 
commission “composed of practical 
baseball men” is merely a political 
dodge to keep Johnson in power. 
With Johnson in yower, there can- 
not be any peace in baseball. The 
minor leagues at the Kansas City 
meeting will not fall for the John- 
son bid for votes, nor for the Lasker 
plan. No matter which they favor, 
they will remain independent until 
the majors settle their own rows. 

The best plan for government. of 
baseball. would be a three-man 
commission composed of’ prominent 
citizens not interested in clubs. Its 
function would be entirely judicial. 
The executive department should be 
vested in the presidents of leagues.

Grain Supply Is 23 Per 
Cent Above 1919 Has 
Much to Do With Slump. 


Chicago, November 3.-—Estimates 
that the surply of coarse grain is 
23 per cent larger than last year 
with farm animals 3 per cent less 
numerous did much today to lower 
cereal prices. Wheat closed unset- 
tled at 2% to 2%c net decline, corn 
off 1% to 2%c, and oats down % 
to %c. In provisions the outcome 
ranged fror a setback of 50 to 10c 
advance. 

Persistent commission house sell- 
ing developed in wheat and there 
was no adequate support except 
some fair buying early that was 
credited to the seaboard. Bears con- 


estimates the production of feed- 
stuffs had been greatly excessive, 
and that in view of downturns for 
other commodities no reason was 
apparent why wheat should be on 
a pedestal. Bulls urged, on the 
other hand, that this country is 
now on a domestic basis regarding 
wheat, even including the amount 
which may yet be received from 
Canada, and that holding by farm- 
ers in. Oklahoma, Kansas and Ne- 
braska was certain to effect values. 

Reported superabundance of feed- 
ing grain led to a sharp brkak in 
corn. One authority figured the 
1920 yleld as ‘51,000,000 bushels more 
than: the government’s total 
month. Oats sympathized with corn. 

Provisions averaged lower, chief- 
ly as a result of grain market de- 
pression and notwithstanding high- 
er quotations on hogs.
